

2. The simulator can produce any physiological wave- 
form, normal or abnormal, from a disc patterned 
after an actual sample waveform produced by a 
human or animal. The simulator is not restricted to 
biomedical use, but will reproduce any complex 
waveform that has a periodic function, provided 
the cyclic frequency of the waveform does not ex- 
ceed the speed of the drive motor.
